The Vermont case which occurred 
early in the last century has shown 
the danger of convicting men even on 
their own confessions in the absence 
of proof of a corpus delicti.

_ Until recently higher education had 
taken little notice of the newspaper 
world. The number of college men} 
found of the newspaper staffs through- 
out the Unit States was compara- 
tively ‘small. en Columbia estab-

an experiment; managing editors 
smiled, and the other colleges and uni- 
versities waited. It was not a fallure,

per published by the students. ° One 
course is called ‘newspaper making.’ 
This consists of practice upon the daily 
journalistic work in all departments. 
The student reports to the professor in 
charge,, who gives each an assignment 
— as oe would receive if he were a 
cud reporter on a mretropolitan paper. 
The student goes out after the infor- 
mation, gets the facts, writes the story 
and looks to the city editor for criti- 
cism and further instructions. But 
this is not all the student can get from 
his course in journalism. He beco 
familiar with the work of a copy - 
er. A teacher is head of the copy desk. 
He distributes the copy, sees that it is 
read, offers suggestions as to good and 
bad usage of English, directs the writ- 
ing of headlines and cuts out unimpor- 
tant parts of stories. 

The news “stories,” editorials, re- 
print and feature stories which are the 
work of one day are printed every 
afternoon in the University of Missouri.

Nuns Taking the Sunshine,” Says 
Cc. M. S. McClellan—Deluge of 
Dancers, of Ali Sorts, Strikes Town 
for the Early Winter Season.

The town is on the verge of a Terp- 
sichorean pandemonuim.

It doesn’t come at the 
sound of a joke or a cheap song, but 
out of the joy of beautiful action. f 
commend it to the attention of those 
who would like to join the renaissance 
but do not know how. To laugh like 
that, first become an artist. How shall 
one become an artist? Ah!”

Their Legal Treasures Buried Because 
of Want of Definite 
Information. 


Suppose that a lawyer, unhampered 
by lack of time and money, wishes to 
make exhaustive researches in any 
field of legal investigation, where in 
the United States, asks a writer in the 
Green Bag, can he find the books 
necessary for his quest? 

Unless he be possessed of more infor- 
mation concerning the contents of law 
libraries than has appeared in print, 
he will waste much time, energy and 
money before he learns where he can 
best begin his task. 

According to statistics of public, so- 
ciety and school libraries having 5000 
volumes and over in 1908 there are 109 
law libraries and fifty-four State li- 
braries in the United States. The iat- 
ter contain many law books, but the 
number has not been ascertained. 

The 110 law libraries contained in 
1908 a total of 1,975,014 bound volumes 
and 62,1256 pamphiets. Of these libraries 
twenty-eight had over 25,000 volumes 
and five more than 50,000 volumes. 

The largest law libraries in the 
United States are, according to pub- 
lished reports, Harvard, with 102,826 
volumes; New York State Law Library, 
83,554 volumes; Association of the Bar 
of the City of New York, 75,722 volumes; 
New York Law Institute, 67,398 volumes 
and Law Association of Philadelphia, 
50,233 volumes. (1908 figures.) 

In .volumes the law libraries of the 
country are large enough to contain 
untold treasures, and for the most part 
their treasures are literally untold. 
Many catalogues have been issued, and 
it would be possible to bring these to- 
gether and compile something Hike a 
union list of legal Nterature. But the 
result would be unsatisfactory, because 
printed catalogues are out of date in 
growing libraries almost before 
they are printed. 

A union list of books in the whole 
field of law would, moreover, be an 
unnecessary compilation, since it 
may be taken for granted that each 
law library duplicates every other law 
library along certain well-known lines. 
Byt to bring out in relief notable col- 
lections contained in law libraries ts 
quite another matter. 

Special libraries are springing up all 
over the countr- They have been a 
prominent subject of discussion at re- 
cent library conventions and are ac- 
quiring a literature of their own. 

In harmony with this development 
the United States Bureau of Education 
is compiling the statistics of special 
collections in libraries in the United 
States. This publication will 
cover all special collections, no mat- 
ter in what class they belong, and 
prominent among them should be spec- 
ial collections of law. |

The modern woman's tendency to do 


improper things is evidently resistiess. 
Even Chinese women, with their ban- 
daged feet, are getting it. Miss Wai- 
Chi Chau of the School for the Biind 
at Canton, China, who visited New 
York last week, in the course of a 
tour she is making for the purpose of 
studying methods of teaching the 
blind in the western countries, ad- 
mits that the conduct of young Chi- 
nese women nowadays is not so com- 
mendable as was the conduct of their 
grandmothers. 

“Many of our young women are 
misinterpreting the word liberty. They 
are ahead of the nation in progres- 
sive thought, and they grow impa- 


tient of restrictions which it is not’ 


yet safe to ignore. They believe they 
have the right to do what they Hke— 
to go out alone at night for instance, 
just like men. It won't do, because 
our streets are narroW and dark, and 
have too many men in them who are

With a blade 
sixteen inches long, forty degrees pitch, 
and the edge of the blade thinned down 
to one-eighth of an inch, it required 
an eXtraordinary metal to withstand 
the strain. Under these conditions 
standard manganese bronze bends at 
the blade tip and becomes useless. 
Monel metal has been given exhaustive 
tests in such service and proves abso- 
lutely rigid, and at the same time re- 
tains its original burnished surface.

Igneous Rocks. 


LOS ANGELES, Sept. 25.—[{To the 
Editor of the Times:}] Please name 
some of the igneous rocks. Is graphic 
granite an igneous. rock? What is 
meant as “aqueous rock?” 
me what a “contact formation” con- 
sists of. What is the difference be- 
tween “agglomerates” and ‘‘conglom- 
erates”. when applied to rocks? What 
is porphyry? Yours respectfully,

ANSWER. Igneous or eruptive rocks, 
are probably from the interior of the 
earth, originally.. When igneous rocks 
are of “light weight,” and porous, 
frothy, or ashy in appearance and 
structure, then such rocks are known 
as Lava. 

Basalt is usually made up of feld- 
spar, chrysolite and augite, and often 
iron is present; from the fact that 
feldspar is present basalt could be re- 
ferred to as a porphyritic rock. Why? 
Because so-called “porphyry” is feld- 
spar only. 

Great confusion occurs at times in 
understanding the term “‘porphry;” any 
rock carrying feldspar is porphyritic; 
and when expressed as “feldspathic,” 
it means porphyritic. 

Basalt is a gray-green or dark-green 
rock, crystalline and fine grenular in 
texture; it is generally made up in 
columns of six sides “standing up ver- 
tically or inclined, and often lying hor- 
izontally.” In some of the Southern 
States, and in Washington, Idaho, Ore- 
gon, Nevada, and elsewhere in the 
West, basalt is frequently observed re- 
sembling piles of cordwood. 

Trap is one other eruptive rock, and 
“is laid down in sheet upon sheet, the 
edges loéking like steps of a staircase.” 
Amygdaloidal trap rock contains peb- 
bles, or spherical cavities once the 
nesting place of pebbles. 

Dolerite is basalt, with this dis- 
tinction, it carries no chrysolite, and it 
is not so green in color as basalt; fur- 
ther—it decomposes into earth of a 
green color and leaves the rock full 
of cells and pores, it crystallizes in 
basaltic forms, and is frequently con- 
fused with basalt.

blocks with irregular lines of. cleavage. 
These transition rocks constitute the

Sept. 25.—[To the Baditor of 
the Times:] Two samples from the 
desert near Hamilton mountain mark- 
ed “A” and “B.” What are they? 

Yours respectfully, A. L. K. 

ANSWER. “A” represents the min- 
eral mountain leather; a variety of 
asbestos, “from which it frincipally 
differs In the fibers being interlaced 
like those of felt, instead of being even 
and parallel. It occurs in flexible’ flat 
pieces, much resembling leather In ap- 
pearance, of a whitish or yellowish- 
white color, and is meager to the 
touch.” 

“B” is amianthus, a_ white, silky 
variety of asbestos, “which possesses a 
satin-like luster, owing to the greater 
separation o fthe fibers of which they 
are composed.

COCOANUT GROWING. 


Producer Grows Five Million Nuts. 
a Year—Iindustry 
United States Consular report: <A 
cocoanut tree in the Islands of Trini- 
dad and Tobago begins to produce 
nuts in four or five years after plant- 
ing, and reaches maturity in twelve or 
fourteen years. The average life of 
a healthy tree is fifty years, often very. 
much longer. The production of nuts 
does not average more than 100 per ma« 
ture tree. At present cocoanuts for ex- 
port are invoiced at from $13 to $22, @ 
probable average of $16 per 1000, copra 
at 4 to 5 cents per pound, and the oif 
at 90 cents a gallon. The nuts are 
mostly shipped to Philadelphia and 
New York, the copra to Europe and the 
olf to the other West India islands. 
Cocoanut trees are planted about 156 
to the acre and fifteen to eighteen feet 
apart. Unskilled labor, coolie labor 
chiefly, is paid 30 to 40 cents per day, 
while the pickers get 90 cents per 1000, 
and a higher wage if the trees are 
very tall. In some sections the trees 
are being affected with bud rot, but 
every effort known to’ science is be- 
ing used to limit the spread of the 
disease. It is not, hawever, generally 
prevalent, but works most injury in 
sections where there is too much mols- 
ture. Insect pests have also to be con- 
tended with, but these thus far have 
not caused much alarm among the 
ducers. The natural annual death rate 
of the trees, as stated by a leading hor- 
_ticulturist, does not exceed five per 
| 1000, and 5 to 10 per cént in sections of 
plantations where the bud rot prevails.

He gives 
them up freely, and many a good pas- 
tor revels in the details of the wealth 
of the nation and draws his morals 
therefrom. 

It is no small thing this year that 
the country has to be thankful for. 
Some men have been elected to fat of- 
fices and some have been disappointed 
regarding that small detail; some have 
had a prosperous business, and a few 
have become closer acquainted with the 
sheriff and receivers; but all must feel 
that they share to some extent in the 
benefits following the harvesting of the 
biggest crop of anything ever produced 
anywhere, as one enthusiast in the Ag- 
ricultural Department expressed it-— 
the stupendous corn crop of 3,000,000,000 
bushels, which is selling at a price 
farmers never expected to get in these 
‘years when they were burning corn in 
their stoves out in Nebraska to keep 
warm, because corn was so cheap and 
coal so dear that they could not sell 
the former@éto buy the latter. 

Perhaps a statistician can form some 
idea of what three billions of bushels 
means but the ordinary individual will 
feel utterly helpless in the contempla- 
tion of it. 

But corn is not the only thing. The 
wheat crop of the country amounted 
691,000,000 bushels, and the Secretary 
postively ‘refuses to knock off that odd 
million, or to make the number a round 
700. He is very much attached to these

Then there is oats. The horses and 
the breakfast food people can rejoice at 
the news the 1,096,900, bushels of oats 
helped to swell the national harvest, 
but the barley crop of 158,000,000, which 
would leok big but for comparison 
with billions, seems hardly enough to 
brew the “near-beer” now required to 
meet the conditions in the prohibition 
States.

Wherever unions are strongest there ycu will find the expense of living 
greatest. Is San Francisco, known as the hotbed of unionism, the cost of 
living is much higher than in Los Angeles, where industria! freedom prevails. 
It is only reasonable to suppose that when a manufacturer is compelled to pay

As regards the duty of the court in 
such circumstances Judge Goff said: 

“The court cannot compel working- 
men to return to work; it should re- 
strain all picketing and patrolling, 
which. though lawful when not accom- 
panied by yiolence and intimidation, 
are unlawful where in aid of an unlaw- 
ful object. It should as a matter of 
course restrain violence, threats to 
workmen and intending workmen and 
against their will, following them, per- 
sisting in talking to them or visiting 
them at their houses, and it should re- 
strain the use of opprobrious epithets 
and lan calculated to provoke a 
breach of the peace directed to mem- 
bers of plaintiff's association.” 

In another case that recently came 
before Judge William S. Chase of Con- 
necticut, where the question was one 
of picketing the shops of the cloak 
manufacturers of Hartford, the court 
waived aside the evidence presented 
that the strike picketing had not re- 
suited in a single arrest by the police, 
and decided that all picketing. pegce- 
ful or not, is offensive, and said: 

“Tt is unnecessary to rehearse the 
testimony in this case, or any conclu- 
sions of fact upon it, beyond sayin 
that I am satisfied that the so-cal 
‘picketing’ wes both offensive and op- 
pressive. 

3 ere itis clear that a ‘picket’s’ 
chief function is to start in motion com- 
bined action against a non-complying 
workman, to injure him either in his 
person or in his honest efforts to 
employment, it can hardly make a dif- 
ference that the initial act on the picket 
line is an openly peaceful one.”

MINISTER GLOSSES OVER LABOR 
UNION CRIMINALITY. 


Taken to Task for it byJohn 
Kirby, President of the National 
Association of j|Manufacturers. 
Strange Attitude for Y. M. ©. A. 
Worker to Assume. | 


_In response to the question as to 
whet he thought of the address deliv- 
ered at the men’s meeting of the Y. M. 
C. A. last Sunday, by the Rev. Warren 
E. Wilson, on “The Religion of the 
Breadwinner,” John Kirby, Jr., presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Manufacturers, made a comprehensive 
reply to the Dayton (Ohio) Journal. He 
said: 

“In answering the question let me 
say, first of all, that the address pub- 
lished in, last Monday's Herald differed 


materially from that which Mr. Wilson | 


delivered, extemporaneously, from the 
platform. Mr. Wilson, being an asso- 
clete the Rev. Charles Steizle and 
associate secretary of the Department 
of Church and Labor of the Presby- 
terlan Church, and, J understand, a 
fraternal delegate, with the Rev. 
Charies Stelzle, from that church to 
the American Federation of Labor, 
must be recognized as the mouthpiece 
of that strange combination. 

“The analysis of his Dayton address 
was ‘once a laborer always a laborer,’ 
and he quoted John Mitchell as author- 
ity for this pessimistic and false view 
of present-day opportunity for the 
-workingman. I say pessimistic and 
false because my own observations and 
experience tell me that there are far 
more and greater opportunities today 
for young men of worth and merit to 
rise above the level of the average 
Wwage-earner than ever before in the 
history of this community. I am frank | 
to admit, however, that such opportu- 
nities do not exist in the ranks of closed 
shop unionists, affiliation with which 
Mr. Wilson sought to impress upon his 
audience is essential to the best inter- 
ests of workingmen, who, he said, 
‘have generally lost expectation of be- 
coming owners in industry’—they will 
grow less and less with the growth of 
such unionism. This Mr. Wilson prac- 
tically admitted when he told his hear- 
ers, in substance, that the only salva- 
tion for the workingman was through 
the church and the labor union, and 
a ‘labor has no future under our 
ews.’ 

“Although the moans of the wounded 
and the shrieks of the widows and or- 
phans of the Los Angeles Times horror 
had scercel¥ ceased to be heard in the 
highways and almost before the dust 
of the non-union butlt hotel recently 
dynamited in Kansas City had cleared 
away, and with full knowledge of the 
awful record of the organization he 
represents, he uttered not a word of 
condemnation against these things, not 
a word of warning against them came 
from his lips, not a prayer or a note 
of sympathy for the sorrowing widows 
and orphans at Los Angeles, not a syi- 
lable of advice to be frugal, energetic, 
and faithful, to\Nbe true men. 

“No, not one word of such admoni- 
tion did he utter. The whole tenor and 
spirit of his address wes, be ye union 
men. Do the men whose money built 
that magnificent Y. M. C. A. building 
that young men might be heiped and 
taught to make the best of themselves 
and their opportunities in life believe 
that addresses tending to impregnate 
the ideals of boys and young men with 
the spirit of socialism will, whether 
such addresses be made in the name of 
Christ to whom such buildings are

“It would seem to the average man 
who will -give the matter intelligent 
thought, that if there were not some 
motive for it, and that if Mr. Wilson 
intended to treat the subject fairly 
and to honestly associate the bread 
winners’ religion with that of the great 
Master whose servant he claims to be, 
he would not have let pass such a 
splendid opportunity to distinguish be:

SAN FRANCISCO LABOR UNIONS* 
DISBANDING AND PETERING OUT. 


Knell of Union Domination Has Sounded in North- 
ern City—Employers Now Dare Stand Up and As- 
sert Their Rights—Everybody Sick of the Ewactions 
of the Grafters—Union Heartlessness. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


AN FRANCISCO, Nov. %.—The 
S Labor Unions are gradually losing 

their grip in San Francisco. The 
death knell of trade unionism in San 
Francisco has been sounded. 

This is no wildcat rumor. These 
Statements are founded on facts. 
Within the past week two unions af- 
filiated with the Building Trades 
Council have ceased to exist. They 
were known as the Patent Chimney 
Builders’ Union and the Mosaic 
Workers’ Union and were at one time 
strong organizations. 

A week ago the Water Workers’ 
Union was absorbed by the Gas 
Workers’ Union. Within the month 
three organizations known as the 
Amalgamated Carpenters have dis- 
‘banded and the remnants of these 
once flourishing unions have found a 
termporary abiding place within the 
depleted ranks of other Carpepters’ 
Unions. 

The Suspender Makers’ Union has 
also gone out of existence, while the 
two Coopers’ Unions have combined 
and then have but a small member- 
ship. The Broom Makers’ Union and 
the Soap Makers’ Union are on the 
point of disbanding and the same 
might truthfully be said of a number 
of other labor unions in this city that 
-were once powerful organizations. 

These are facts not generally 
known, but are facts, nevertheless, 
although the union leaders boast of 
the strength of the Union Labor 
movement in San Francisco—the hot- 
bed of trade unionism that was. 

Why are the unions losing ground 
in San* Francisco? This question is 
answered by the merchants and busti- 
ness men who will tell you that the 
unions have constantly increased 
their demands for higher wages and, 
shorter hours until they have reached 
@ point where the employers have 
been obliged to assert themselves and 
conduct their business on an anti- 
union basis or close up shop. . 

The business men and merchants of 
San Francisco refused to be driven 
out of business by the labor unions 
and their only alternative was to oust 
the unions and run a non-union shop 
and this is what many of them are 
doing. There is no talk of an open or 
closed shop tn this city at the present 
time. The business men of San Fran: 
cisco have passed that stage and it is 


now a war for the nén-union shop as 
against the union shop. 

To show you the real weakness of 
trade unionism in San Francisco, take 
the Typographical Union for example, 
the strongest union in San neisco. 
Out of 18 job printing plants in San 
Francisco, the union has no agreement 
with a single shop. This condition of 
affairs is true of other crafts and 
trades, including the metal workers. 

Another proof of the waning power of 
the unions In San Francisco is shown 
by the following recent incidents: A 
prominent man of this city whose place 
of business was threatened with a 
boycott by the San Francisco Labor 
Council informed that organization 
that he was a free-born American citl- 
zen and as such would reserve the 
right to conduct his business as he saw 
fit. regardless of any action the San 
Francisco Labor Council might take 
against him or his business. 

The other case was that of a la 
catering firm that the culinary un- 
ions threatened to put out of business. 
When the business agents called to see 
the members of the firm they__were 
plainly told that the unions could not 
dictate the manner in which the busi- 
ness should be conducted and when the 
business agents started to talk about a 
boycott the proprietors said: 
ahead and levy the boycott it will only 
advertise our business 2rd increase our 
trade.”’ 

Even less than a year ago it would 
have been herd to find a business man 
in San Francisco braye enough to defy 
the Labor Gounet. Things are dif- 
ferent now, wever, an the. mer- 
chants and business men of San Fran- 
cisco, realizing the change in public 
sentiment toward the unions, are as- 
serting their rights as American citi- 
zens. It clearly shows which way, the 
wind is blowing. 


The humanitarian features of trade 
unionism and the tyranny of the em- 
ployer make up one of the “fairy tales” 
often related by trade unionists. In 
this instance the reverse happened to 
be true. A member of a San Francisco 
labor union died last week, leaving a 
widow and several children in straight- 
ened circumstances. The employer 
peid the funeral expenses and came 
through with a donetion of $100 to the 
family of the deceased. He then re- 
quested his employees, who belonged 
to the same union as did the deceased, 
to each contribute a day’s pay toward 


the relief of the widow and her little} 


ones. 

The request of the employer was me* 
with a point blank refusal to con- 
tribute one cent for such a worthy ob- 
ject by eleven of the employees who 
were immediately discharged and who 
then began to talk about the “unfair- 
ness” of thelr former employer, 


breadwinners, and by which term he 
is supposed to have meant wage-earn- 
ers, as though he voiced the sentiments 
of all who labor for wages. Now, I 
would like to know by what authority 
he assumes to speak for the 85 per cent. 
of independent wage-earners or for the 
10 per cent. who belong to unions that 
will not aMiliate with the organization 
with which he has chosen to cast his 
lot and whose cause he so earnestly 


espouses. 

“He sald, ‘workingmen also have level 
sympathies, not vertical.’ Their sym- 
pathies are fraternal, and they believe 
that justice and righteousness should 
be distributed on level lines and not on 
vertical lines; also that ‘workingmen 
universally believe what the Brooklyn 
Central Labor Union expresses in the 
noble motto: “The injury of one is the 
concern of all." But those axioms are 
not confined to workingmen alone. 
If they were he would not have spoken 
where he 4d 

“We are all workingmen, except a 
few ‘cream-lappers,’ and I would ask 
him where he proposes to draw the line 
of class against caste, and whether my 
kind are to be level up or level down, 
also, how he knows what all breadwin- 
ners believe about there being or hot 
being any hope for their children or 
their children's children ever being 
‘owners in industry.’ 

“Workinemen are told altogether too 
much about ‘philosephy,’ so-called, they’ 
don't want. What many of them da 
and some do not, want is opportunity, 
and those who do want it want closed 
shop unionism to let them alone; if it 
were not so, the American Federation 
of Labor, after more than 20 years o7 
effort, with from 800 to 1,200 organizers 
constantly in the field, could claim as 
its own more than 44% per cent, of the 
wage-earners of this country. I say, 
and I measure my words, with experi- 
ence in the industrial world behind 
them, that such teachings are false; 
that they lead downward, not upward, 
and that they should have no place nor 
part in either the Presbyterian Church 
ov the ¥, M, C, A, and thet [f they are 
allowed to get a grip there they will 
wreck those institutions jn time,

HE B. F. Goodrich Company of 
Akron, Ohio, is erecting a system 
of guide posts throughout the Kast 
and Middle-West and has already spent 


a large amount on the work. 


Posts have been put up along all of 
the routes over which the regular tours 
have been run and the work is being 
prosecuted on the roads that lead to 
the popular resorts from the larger east- 


ern cities. The signs contain much in-| 


formation that is valuable to the auto- 
ist, such as the distances to the towns 
in each direction on the road, the near-

Charges of this kind soon get 
to the student bodies, where the suc- 
cessful and disappointed players have 
gy friends who think it their duty 

to champion their favorite’s cause.

Managers pull all of the strings they

There are few students who are very 
enthusiastic “over .baskettall, the chief 
reason being that the game is new on 
the coast a is planned more for an 
indoor game and has its greatest pop- 
ularity in the east, where the weather 
does not permit of much outdoor sport 
in the winter. The Whittier college 
team has always had things ite own 
way in the game, having won the 
championship each year since the sport 
has been adopted here as an inter- 
collegiate contest. Very little money 
is spent in the promotion of the game 
as the expense of equipping the play- 
ers is small and it’ requires but five 
men to make a team. 
NOT GOOD ENOUGH. 

Baseball in the c: lieges has very few 
supporters among the students and 
none from the public. Many of the 
sand lot teams around Los Angeles 
play a better brand of ball than the 
coliegians.are able to produce. The 
game is played at the close of the 
school year, which is the busiest time 
of the term for the students and a 
season when little interest is taken in 


athletics, which partly accounts for its 


lack of supporters. 

The baseball men give the faculty 
committee on scholarship more trouble 
than all the members of other teams. 
There are generally a few good play- 
ers that have been on semi-professional 
teams and about the only excuse they 
have for being in college is to play ball. 

In most cases these men have played 
for a Manager who received a small 
remuneration from a business house, 
the name of which the team bears. 
As the gate receipts are very small for 
“cuts” in the semi-professional rank 
it keeps the players busy hammering 
the management tor equipment. When 
these men get into college they cannot 
get out of the habit of “crabbing” and 
though they are generally well fitted 
with uniforms and necessary equip- 
ment they are continually asking for 
something more and are always of the 
opimion that they get the poorest 
treatment of any of the teama, 

Coaches generally have considerable 
trouble with discipline of the baseball 
Players, as the game seems to breed a 
rowdy spirit among the men, and there 
sre always some who think they 
muoré@ important to the success of 
team than the coach. The captain of

Fur Seals in Fresh Water, 


‘ FISH COMMISSIONER WERS TALKS 
ABOUT A NOV CHEME. 


By Rene Bache, 


establish colonies of fur seals in some of our 
| large fresh-water lakes, obtaining the animals 
from the Pribylov Islands in Bering Sea, and to breed 
them under such eonditions, would it not be an ad- 
mirable solution of a much-vexed problem?” 
Thus spoke Commissioner George M. Bowers, head 
of the government Fisheries Bureau, who added: 
“I am not asserting that such a thing is possible. 
But there seems to be a sufficient chance of success 
in an enterprise of the kind to make it well worth 
trying. The prospect in this regard has been wholly 
altered, and one might say created, by a recent and 
- Very remarkable event—nothing less, in short, than 
the successful rearing of two fur seal pups by the dry- 
nurse method. 

“So far there can be no denial of the fact. Those 
two pups are at this moment disporting themselves 
in a large circular tank on the first floor of the Fish- 
eries Bureau's building. People have come from long 
distances to see them, because they are the first fur

seals ever bred in captivity. Hitherto it was supposed 
that fur seals could not be reared by artificial means, 
many attempts of the sort having proved unsuccessful. 
The creatures would not eat, and so died. 

“You know, of course, that the whole trouble about 
the seals in Bering Sea lies in the business of pelagic 
sealing. The female seals on the rookeries swim far 
out to sea in pursuit of fish for food. Vessels specially 
equipped for this kind of slaughter go after them, and 
large numbers are killed. Of these a majority sink, 
and are lost, but enough are actually taken to make 
the enterprise remunerative, at the present high price 
of skins. | 

“The seals thus destroyed, you should remember, 
are breeding females. Commonly, when seeking fish 
gt sea, they leave litters of pups behind them on the 
shore. When they are killed, the pups perish of slow 

starvation. It is a cruel business, this pelagic sealing, 

and eventually, unless it can be stopped, it will result 
in the complete destruction of the surviving remnants 

@f the once-populous herd the Pribylov Islands. 
“Many thousands of pups being thus left to starve 
to death every summer through the loss of their 
mothers, it was natural that earnest efforts should be 
made to secure the survival of some of them by arti- 
ficial means. The thing has been tried, in fact, over 
- and over again, but always without success, because 
of their unwillingness or inability to take food. It 
came at length to be supposed that the animals were 
of so wild a nature as to prefer starvation to captivity. 

“It chanced, however, that, in the early autumn of 
last year, Judson Thurber, boatswain of the revenue 
cutter Bear, got hold of a starving pup, and tried to 
feed it by forcing condensed milk down its throat. It 
seemed to have difficulty in swallowing, due to a re- 
striction of the movement of its tongue by the 
‘frenum,’ or cord of attachment, beneath. Thurber 
severed the cord forcibly with his fingers, and soon 


“This pup died in convulsions three weeks later; t 


when the receptacle was filled, the animals showed 
every sign of delight. They were very tame, and 
would allow themselves to be fondled, but would bite 
if irritated. However, when the vessel reached Seat- 
tle, a supply of small herring was obtained, and these 
they devoured greedily. 

“These are the two pups which are now flourishing 
in the big tank in the Fisheries Bureau building. 


| They are, as you may see for yourself, plump, hearty 


and happy. They spend most of their time playing, 
have an excellent appetite for fresh fish, and have 
been growing at a very satisfactory rate. They seem 
to be quite as prosperous and content as if they were 
in their native element, the ocean. Fresh water is 
evidently just as agreeable to them as salt water. 

“Nor is this at all surprising when you consider the 
fact that the fur seal is not a fish, but a mammal.

- In- 
deed, the fur seal today is a land animal to a great 
extent. It arrives on the: Pribylov Islands May 15 of 
each year, and stays there until November 15, during 
which period of six months the males do not enter 


the water at all. : 


“One might say, then, that the fur seal is a land 
mammal! which during six months of the year chooses 
to spend its time swimming in the sea for the sake of 
getting food. This is the period of its annual migra- 
tion southward in the Pacific to a point about 400 
miles of the latitude of San Francisco—a won- 
derful voyage, truly, d the entire course of which 
it is pursued by the merciless pelagic sealers. Only 
a few years ago the migrating herd numbered mil- 
lions; today there is only a scant remainder, which 
greedy and cruel man is trying to wipe out. 

“It seems fairly evident that the fur seals do not 
care whether the water they swim in is salt or fresh. 
But they need plenty of it, and it must contain enough 
fish to furnish them with food. Why should not these 
conditions be met satisfactorily in some of our .own 
larger bodies of fresh water? The answer is that 
there does not seem to be any reason whatever—sup- 
posing, of course, that the conditions of climate are 
not such as to involve the freezing over of the water 
in the winter time. Such an event, necessarily, would 
kill the seals. 

“Well, as the matter now stands, all we can say is 
that the idea. seems worth trying out. And we are 
going to try it. At all events, efforts will be made 
to rear considerable numbers of seal pups by artificial 
means. If these efforts fail, there will be no loss, in- 
asmuch as the unfortunate animals would perish any- 
how. If they succeed, we can fetch to this country a 
sufficient number to start colonies in suitable fresh-

I would be if I could 
turn into cash what my interest in this factory repre- 
sents, but I could not carry on business at all were it 
not for the support of my bankers. Maybe you don't 
know how business is conducted. The pay roll has to 
be met every Saturday, whether business is good or bad. 
Sometimes collections are slow. Sometimes we have 
thousands and thousands of dollars’ worth of material 
on hand for which we have paid and have tens of thous- 
ands of dollars due us for stuff we have sold but for 
which we have to wait months before we can collect. .

Many, many times I have been in sore straits for cash 
and yet have had a handsome profit on my books.

‘THE CENTER OF WORLD’S ATTAR OF 
ROSES INDUSTRY,

F all the curious centers of traffic which it falls to 
the lot of the travéler, away from paths beaten, to 
visit, none probably makes quite so queer an im-. 


‘metropolis of Eastern Roumelia, and the center of 
‘world’s export of attar of rose, 

' Eastern Roumelia, be it remembered, is a part of Bul- 
garia. It has been long since; for even while Bulgaria 
was still a vassal Turkish province she engulfed the 
little district, and the Turk had nothing to say. 

One makes his way into the rose eity by train, obvi- 
ously. For a long time you have been traversing a 
level plain. Then, suddenly out of this flat land there 
rise, abruptly, four hills—hills of sheer rock faces in 
parts. On these widely-separated knobs, and between 
them, the famous old city stands, with the wide, end- 
less plain stretching all about. It is 11:20 when you 
desert the cars at the depot. 


The Stork’s Nest. 


The drive from station to hotel, through the town, is 
interesting, as giving a birdseye view of the city. 
You note a mosque, with a stork’s nest in a minaret, 
and on one of the four almost barren hills, a monu- 
ment to Victory. The hotel is a pleasant one, with an 
inner court, surrounded by verandas, and on these a

It is dinner time now, so*you resort to Myer, the Bae 
G@eker of the Balkans, to learn of what there may be in 
town. 

Philippopolis, he states, Mes 156 kilometers from 
Budapest, at an elevation of 161 meters over the sea. 
Its population is, roughly, 42,800, of which about two 
fifths are Bulgars, one-sixth Turks, one-eighth Greeks 
‘and the rest Spaniards and Armenians. This shows 
the people with whom one must prepare to deal. 

Most of the houses are of wood. There are schools, 
@ court of appeals and a garrison, together with a bri- 
gade command. Manufactories of silk, cloth, albumen 
‘and spirits, as well as of rose oll, are here. Then there 
are rice mille and there is a great commerce in leather, 
in fowls, in rose oil and fice, as well as in tobacco, wine 
and fruit. A branch of the Bulgar National Bank has 
been opened, and foreign silver coin is forbidden. 

From the window. where you write your souvenir 
post cards home you can overlook the city. It is a 
compound of several-storied, colored, plaster-coated 
houses, with red roofs rising up over the four principal 
hills and a town of many mosques and of few Turks, in 
comparison to Turkish towns.

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MOSCOW'S FANTASTIC CATHEDRAL. 


One of the most extraordinary and fantastic Chris- 
tian places of worship in the world is the Cathedral 
of Moscow, strange not only in outline and conception, 
but even stranger in its history. No one knows the ar- 
chitect’s name, but the story goes that the Czar. or- 
dered his eyes to be put out directly the church, was 
completed, so that he should never be able to surpass 
his work. The idea of the building was inspired by 
the wickedest and maddest monarch who ever sat on 
a throne—Ivan the Terrible,.Czar of Muscovy. 


_ ‘The church is known as Vasili Blajenni, or Blessed 
Basil, and is named after a half-witted vagrant monk, 
who for some strange reason was almost the only per- 
son in the Empire that the Czar feared. . Although 
everyane else trembled before Ivan, Vasili Blajenni 
would flout him, call him “Iyashka” or “Bab Little 
Ivan,” and, most daring thing of all, would try to pro- 
tect the victims of the Czar’s fury. He and another 
friar of the same caliber, named Ivan the Idiot, are 
buried in two memorial chapels beneath the cathedral. 

This uncanny-looking edifice has been luridly de- 
scribed by a well-known writer. “It is a striking mem- 
orial of a fearful era. Standing in the shadow of the 
Kremlin wall, on soil saturated fathoms deep with the 
blood of innocent martyrs, examine the building close-

LAW CONCERNING COINS. 


USING THEM AS ADVERTISEMENTS—HOW 
THEY MAY BE MUTILATED. 


{Chicago Tribune:] ‘Thousands of dollars are lost 
yearly by big firms through ignorance or carelessness 
in the Federal laws governing abuse of coins. 

Just lately in Chicago a piano company came to grief 
in this way. Had they asked the proper authorities 
(the information would have been furnished gratis) or 
had they looked up the law they would have found in 
section 165, public act No. 350, these words: | 

“Whoever fradulently, by any art, way or means 
shall deface, mutilate, impair, diminish, falsify or. 
lighten .. . the gold or silver coins which have 
been or which may hereafter be coined in the mint of 
the United States .. . shall be fined not more than 
$2000 and imprisonment of not more than five years.” 

Mach trouble and expense would have been saved 
the firm and the government had the law only been 
read. 


It all happened in this way: Some clever advertiser 
conceived the idea of an “ad” of metal just the size 
of a dime, with the wording and printing placed in 
such a way that at first glance it would appear as a 
dime. The idea was cleverly executed. A fair imita- 
tion of the head of Liberty was on one side and the 
advertisement on the other. The number was placed 
where the date on a dime is and the first glance cer- 
tainly impressed one as the reali coin. The other side 
had a sheaf of wheat and in the center the words “On 
Time.” ‘ 

The firm had no desire to defraud the public. But 
unscrupulous people @ho had access to them did. Sev- 
eral waiters at a summer park lost money by accept- 
ing the advertisement for real money, chewing gum 
machines were filled with them and at last the secret 
service learned how matters were and began an in- 
vestigation.

THE STRENGTH OF INSECTS. 


In a remarkable article in the November Strand 
Magazine Prof. John J. Ward relates his experiences 
‘in testing the strength of insects. With the aid of 
a toy coach and truck he discovered the pulling power 
of a humble-bee. It very ably manipulated both the 
empty coach and truck, he says, the roof, however, 
being placed on the former. The truck was then grad- 
ually loaded with plasticine until an additional weight 
of 166 grs. had been reached, the total weight of coach, 
truck, and load then being 601 grs. The weight of 
the bee was exactly 2 grs., so that it was pulling a load 
slightly over three hundred times its own weight. 

It may, therefore, be said that the pulling powers of 
a humble-bee are proportionately thirty times as great 


.|as those of the horse or man, even when both the

If an earwig is held lightly between the fingers, ite 
great strength can readily be felt as it struggles to 
escape, yet a full-grown specimen that I weighed 
barely turned the balance at half a grain; but what 
that half a grain of active life could perform was a rev- 
elation indeed. | 

The earwig, like the ground beetle, prefers the dark- 
ness rather than the light, and is, likewise, always in a 
great hurry to get under cover. It did not, however, at- 
tempt to hide behind the coach it had to pull, but 
seemed bent on escaping by sheer pulling. The empty 
truck of 170 gre. weight it could drag about in a very 
active manner, and the uncovered coach it could also 
move readily. When, however, the roof was placed 
on the coach the limit of its strength was reached, and 
it could then only move slowly, with frequent to 
rest. The weight of the covered coach was 265 grs., 
and that of the earwig half a grain, so that the load it 
was pulling was five hundred and thirty times its own 
weight. 
Even the prodigious effort of the humble-bee is en- 
tirely eclipsed by this extraordinary performance, for 
it is obvious that allowing for the difference in size, 
the earwig possesses strength equivalent to at least

SKY PILOT OF THE LAKES. — 


A parish 1800 miles in length and 300 miles in 
width is in charge of the Rev, W. H. Law, known 
from Buffalo to Duluth as the sky pilot of the Great 


The membership of this parish runs into the thous- 
ands and the great majority of the parishioners never 
worship twice in the same locality, for services are 
held mostly in the moving ships. Some are held in 
lonely lighthouses far from other human habitation. 

No wedding has ever taken place in this parish, no 
christening of a baby, no services for the burial of 
the dead. 

This sky pilot. seeks his parishioners in a small gaso- 
line boat 22 feet in length. Besides carrying the 
message of the gospel to these men, he takes to them 
books, magazines, papers and news of the outside 
world. His visits are looked forward to by the light- 
house keepers and the lightship crews, for his terri- 
tory is so large that he is unable to visit them more 
than once during the season. He maintains a small 
circulating library of not more than seventy books.
